Four  years  ago  I  did  not  understand  what 
a  fraternity  was.  Today  I  do.  It  is  an  institu- 
tion which  completes  your  self-development. 
It  teaches  you  to  have  faith  in  yourself  and 
your  fellow  man.  Faith  leads  to  discipline. 
"Believe  that  life  is  worth  living,  and  your 
belief  will  help  create  that  fact,"  said  William 
James. 

Sigma  Phi  Epsilon  has  taught  me  how  to 
have  faith.  It  has  taught  me  how  to  believe 
that  life  is  worth  living.  It  has  taught  me  how 
to  face  the  responsibilities  and  trials  that  I 
will  be  confronted  with  as  I  leave  this  arti- 
ficial world.  As  I  go  I  am  taking  the  bonds 
of  lasting  brotherhood  with  me  as  one  of  my 
most  precious  possessions.

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"EXCELSIOR,  Voice  of  Sigma  Phi  Epsilon"  tells  the  prog- 
ress story  of  the  San  Jose  State  Sig  Eps  in  a  way  to  win 
advocates  for  the  fraternity  cause.  President  Richard  Corby 
points  out  that  the  high  quality  little  newspaper  was  pub- 
lished by  the  Rush  Committee  and  while  totally  unlike  the 
conventional  rush  brochure  was  a  great  factor  in  bringing 
the  Sig  Eps  a  select  32-man  pledge  class.  Editor  Paul 
Kanter  emphasized  a  new  house,  a  responsible  scholarship 
effort,  and  a  sane  social  program.

Spirit  is  demonstrated  only  through  ambition 
and  participation.  These  are  the  qualities  on 
which  the  Sig  Eps  at  Michigan  State  were  rated 
number  one  in  the  preliminary  judging  by  the 
student  spirit  organization. 

One  Sig  Ep  has  become  a  symbol  of  spirit.  He 
has  never  missed  a  football  game  at  Michigan 
State.  He  is  Sparty,  the  giant  Spartan  head, 
which  can  be  seen  moving  around  the  field  during 
every  game.  Sparty  has  been  a  tradition  at  Michi- 
gan State  since  the  30-pound,  5'6"  head  was 
adopted  by  the  chapter  in  1957.  Besides  attending 
both  home  and  away  games,  he  has  been  inter- 
viewed on  national  TV  by  a  curious  sportscaster, 
has  appeared  at  a  Republican  state  convention,  and 
has    appeared    prominently   in   many    parades. 

Sparty  is  always  escorted  by  six  brothers  wear- 
ing red  coats  and  at  pep  rallies  he  gets  the  added 
protection  of  the  chapter  mascot.  Stormy,  a  Si- 
berian husky. 

Sig  Ep  spirit  has  also  been  recognized  as  the 
Sig  Ep  bus  makes  its  daily  trips  around  campus. 
The  bus  was  purchased  through  the  efforts  of 
Fred  Kemp  and  Rog  Clough.  The  original  inten- 
tion for  the  use  of  the  bus  was  for  social  events. 
Its  function  has  been  enlarged  to  include  rush, 
public  relations,  fund-raising,  and  transporting 
sororities. 

The  bus  which  was  purchased  from  a  dealer 
after  it  was  rejected  for  use  by  a  local  school 
system,  has  been  completely  rebuilt  from  the 
bottom  up.  After  the  engine  was  rebuilt  the  work 
was  concentrated  on  remodeling  the  interior.  Car- 
peting was  placed  in  the  aisles,  a  soft  seat  installed 
in  the  rear,  and  luggage  racks  and  drop  tables 
added.  The  work  was  completed  when  the  entire 
bus  was  repainted  red,  white,  and  black. 

The  spirit  of  the  Sig  Eps  in  such  activity  has 
been  an  inspiration  to  the  other  Greek  and  non- 
Greek  living  units  on  campus.  It  has  also  made 
the  word  Brotherhood  more  meaningful. — Ray 
ScHLOBOHM,  Michigan  State  Chapter,  526  Sun- 
set Lane,  East  Lansing,  Mich.

Men  like  world-famous  historian  Arnold  J.  Toynbee  and  University 
President  Gaylord  P.  Harnwell  have  visited  with  the  Penn  Sig  Eps

IN  THE  spring  of  1961  Dr.  Arnold  J.  Toyn- 
bee was  visiting  Professor  of  History  in 
residence  at  the  University  of  Pennsylvania. 
His  responsibilities  included  teaching  classes 
of  honor  history  majors  in  addition  to  being 
available  for  conferences  with  various  members 
of  the  student  body.  One  of  his  students, 
Brother  Paul  Welsh,  '62,  thought  it  would  be 


an  excellent  idea  to  ask  Dr.  Toynbee  and  his 
wife  to  be  Sig  Eps  guests  for  dinner  one  eve- 
ning. The  invitation  was  tendered,  and  the 
Toynbees  accepted. 

The  brothers  spent  one  week  making  sure 
the  house  was  in  tiptop  shape  and  finally  The 
Night  arrived.  After  the  dinner,  the  brothers 
and  the  Toynbees  adjourned  to  the  living  room 


for  an  hour  of  pleasant  after-dinner  conversa- 
tion about  a  myriad  of  topics. 

The  evening  was  such  a  success  that  the 
brotherhood  decided  to  invite  guests  more 
often.  Many  of  us  in  the  house  now  think  that 
this  program  is  one  of  the  finest  things  we 
have  ever  done.  For,  at  Pennsylvania,  the 
climate  for  fraternities  is  rapidly  changing. 
We  cannot  offer  merely  a  bed,  a  dining  room, 
and  a  social  center.  Our  integration  with  the 
University  must  encompass  the  primary  pur- 
pose of  spending  $3,500  a  year — the  pursuit 
of  education.  One  way  to  do  this  in  addition 
to  a  library,  faculty  offices  within  a  wing  of 
the  house,  or  a  resident  faculty  member,  is  to 
institute  a  weekly  or  bi-weekly  speaker  pro- 
gram which  we  like  to  call  our  SPEaker  Pro- 
gram.

from  the  specialized  field  of  experimental 
psychology  to  the  many  implications  of  reli- 
gion and  philosophy.  The  exchanges  are  often 
spirited  because  the  atmosphere  is  an  informal 
one — questions  may  be  posed  at  any  time 
(and  brothers  may  quietly  leave  the  room  if 
books  are  waiting  or  if  interest  is  lost). 

Among  those  who  have  passed  through  the 
red  door  are:  Sociologist  E.  Digby  Baltzell, 
recently  the  subject  in  a  November  issue  of 
Newsweek  because  he  recommended  the 
break-up  of  the  WASP  control  of  corpora- 
tions; Gaylord  P,  Harnwell,  president  of  the 
University,  who  was  in  charge  of  Naval  Sonar 
Development  during  the  war;  Roy  F.  Nichols, 
member  of  the  Rutgers  Board  of  Governors 
and  Pulitzer  Prize  winning  historian  at  Penn- 
sylvania; and  Stanley  Barrell,  a  former  Lon- 
don chimney-sweep  and  recently  retired  chauf- 
feur to  University  President  Harnwell. 

The  views  and  insights  have  been  numer- 
ous— from  Dr.  Nichols'  thoughts  on  the  Civil 
War  to  Stan  Barrell's  "inside  scoops"  on  ten 
years  of  driving  all  the  important  visitors 
who  have  come  to  the  University.  None  of 
us  will  forget  Stan's  story  of  the  $7,000,000 
gown  worn  by  the  wife  of  the  Shah  of  Iran, 
for  example.  And  what  a  hit  the  program 
makes  with  rushees,  especially  when  a  speaker 
says  to  a  rushee,  "Now,  that's  an  intelligent 
question ! " 

We  at  Pennsylvania  urge  our  brother 
chapters  to  consider  a  program  such  as  ours. 
Bringing  a  part  of  the  college  into  the  house 
makes  the  brothers  feel  more  a  part  of  the 
college.

THROUGHOUT  the  nation  the  Sigma  Phi  Epsilon  fraternity 
is  known  for  being  a  versatile,  well-rounded  organization 
in  all  phases  of  campus  life.  Sig  Ep  chapters  across  the 
country  have  been  recognized  for  their  contributions  to 
scholarship,  student  government,  athletics,  and  all  other  col- 
lege endeavors. 

The  1964  All-Sig  Ep  Football  Team  members,  their  per- 
formances and  records  on  and  off  the  field,  are  highly  com- 
mendable examples  of  the  complete  Sig  Ep  man— a  first 
class  future  leader  in  American  society  and  business.  Their 
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development  of  mind,  body,  and  spirit,  together  with  their 
desire  to  improve  and  succeed,  are  proof  of  the  high  qual- 
ity individuals  turned  out  by  Sigma  Phi  Epsilon  and  the 
entire  fraternity  system. 

Although  we  cannot  all  be  leaders  on  the  athletic  field,  we 
should  be  inspired  by  the  examples  of  the  All-Sig  Ep  foot- 
ball players  to  excel  in  some  of  the  other  facets  of  campus 
life.  In  recognizing  the  achievements  of  these  men  we  also 
praise  the  efforts  of  all  our  brothers  in  football  uniform. 

The  1964  parade  of  stars  is  headed  by  fullback  Glen 
Robinson  of  East  Texas  State  who  was  selected  on  the 
1963  All-Sig  Ep  team.  Glen,  a  5'11",  195-pounder,  led  the 
Lions  in  rushing  yardage  for  the  second  year  in  a  row  and  still 
has  another  year  of  eligibility  remaining.  His  record  on  the 
gridiron  for  the  last  two  years  includes  two  years'  honorable 
mention  on  the  "All  Texas"  team  and  eighth  in  total  scoring 
in  the  Lone  Star  Conference.  This  past  year  Glen  rushed  for 
439  yards  on  96  carries  for  an  average  of  4.5  yards  per  carry. 
He  averaged  49  yards  per  game  in  the  1964  season  and  had 
a  24.2-yard  average  on  kick-off  returns.  In  this  year's  game 
with  Howard  Pane,  Glen  set  two  school  rushing  records.  His 
79-yard  touchdown  run  for  the  Lion's  first  score  and  his  game 
total  of  170  yards  were  the  new  additions  to  the  school  record 
books. 

In  the  other  two  backfield  positions  we  have  selected  Karl 
NooNAN  of  Iowa  and  Steve  Gilliatt  of  Parsons. 

Noonan's  performance  on  the  football  field  for  the  Iowa 
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MARTIN  WHITE,  North  Carolina  State  senior,  the  second  under- 
graduate and  second  N.C.  Stater  to  select  an  All-Sig  Ep  Football 
Team  for  the  Journal,  is  highly  qualified  for  the  assignment.  For 
two  years  he  has  served  as  sports  editor  of  The  Technician,  student 
newspaper,  has  served  the  student  annual,  The  Agromeck,  in  the 
same  capacity  for  one  year,  and  was  also  a  member  of  the  edi- 
torial staff  of  the  Textile  Forum.  A  major  in  textile  technology, 
White  was  initiated  as  a  Sig  Ep  at  North  Carolina  and  then  trans- 
ferred to  State.  His  flair  and  great  relish  for  writing  about  sports 
are  obvious.  "Writing  about  them,  I  feel  just  as  close  to  sports 
as  if  I  had  made  the  winning  touchdown  or  goal,"  he  says. 


Hawkeyes  is  exemplified  by  the  post-season 
honors  that  he  has  received.  His  selection  on 
the  first  team  All-America  by  the  NEA  and 
the  Associated  Press  head  this  impressive 
list  which  includes  second  team  All-America, 
United  Press;  first  team  All-Big  Ten;  and 
first  team  All-Midwest.  During  the  1964  sea- 
son he  broke  the  Big  Ten  record  for  total 
catches  in  one  season  and  was  ranked  second 
in  the  nation  in  pass  receptions.  Karl  also 
got  his  name  into  the  school  record  books  by 
breaking  the  record  for  the  most  pass  catches 
in  one  game  (11),  and  setting  the  record  for 
the  most  catches  in  one  season.  The  6'3",  185- 
pound  halfback  was  justly  voted  the  most 
valuable  player  on  the  team  and  will  be  the 
captain  for  the  1965  season. 

A  fitting  backfield  mate  for  Karl  Noonan 
is  sophomore  Steve  Gilliatt  who  played  end 
for  the  Parsons  Wildcats,  but  will  take  up 
the  wingback  position  on  the  All-Sig  Ep  team. 
Gilliatt's  record  as  a  pass  receiver  is  no  less 
remarkable  than  Karl  Noonan's  in  that  Steve 
finished  first  among  the  nation's  small  col- 
leges in  pass  receiving.  In  the  nine-game  1964 
season  he  caught  81  tosses  for  a  total  of  984 
yards,  an  average  of  over  12  yards  per  catch 
and  110  yards  per  game.  His  receptions  also 
included  12  touchdown  tosses.  This  mark  of 
81  receptions  is  now  a  record  in  the  NCAA 
small  college  statistic  books. 

Dartmouth  has  in  Bruce  Gottschall  a 
fine  example  of  a  Sig  Ep.  Bruce  led  the  In- 
dians to  a  6-3  record  this  season  in  his  po- 
sition as  quarterback  and  to  national  honors 
in  total  offense  (fourth)  and  rushing  offense 
(eighth).  In  both  of  these  categories  he  stood 


at  the  top  in  the  Ivy  League.  The  180-pound 
senior  accounted  for  almost  one-third  of  his 
team's  total  offense  with  900  yards  on  a  rec- 
ord of  50  per  cent  pass  completions  with  a 
gain  of  15.5  yards  per  completion  and  a  rush- 
ing average  of  6.6  yards  per  carry. 

With  so  many  players  regarded  only  for 
their  offensive  abilities,  it  is  remarkable  that 
"Gotch"  was  also  one  of  the  finest  defensive 
safeties  in  the  country.  It  was  for  this  ability 
that  he  received  much  of  his  post-season  rec- 
ognition including  first  team,  All-New  Eng- 
land; first  team  All-Ivy;  All-East  honorable 
mention;  and  Ail-American  honorable  men- 
tion. Bruce  was  referred  to  by  the  Columbia 
coaching  staff  as  the  "finest  defensive  back 
seen  in  the  Ivy  League  in  many  years."  Dart- 
mouth coach  Bob  Blackman  called  Bruce  "a 
truly  outstanding  defensive  back  and  a  solid 
resourceful  team  leader."  In  other  activities 
our  All-Sig  Ep  quarterback  is  just  as  active 
as  he  is  on  the  field,  being  a  leader  in  the 
Interfraternity  Council  and  chapter  president 
this  year. 

The  end  positions  on  the  1964  Sig  Ep 
squad  are  held  down  by  Richard  Cameron  of 
Wake   Forest   and  Wes   Frith   of   Delaware. 

Richard  Cameron,  one  of  11  Wake  Forest 
football  players  from  the  Sig  Ep  chapter, 
helped  lead  the  Deacons  in  what  was  sup- 
posed to  be  a  rebuilding  year  but  almost 
ended  with  a  conference  title.  The  Deacons 
came  from  a  1-9  record  in  1963  to  a  5-5  mark 
in  1964,  including  victories  over  highly  re- 
garded Duke  and  the  Atlantic  Coast  Confer- 
ence champions,  N.C.  State. 

Cameron,  a  6'4''',  195-pound  senior,  caught 
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29  passes  this  year  for  450  yards  and  snagged 
three  of  the  opposition's  tosses.  In  post-season 
recognition,  Cameron  was  elected  first  team 
Atlantic  Coast  Conference,  first  team  All- 
North  Carolina,  first  team  All-ACC  Academic, 
and  honorable  mention  Associated  Press  AU- 
American. 

At  the  other  end  position  we  have  selected 
Wes  Frith,  a  197-pound  senior  from  Dela- 
ware. Wes,  a  brilliant  pass  receiver  from 
Flourtown,  Pa.,  broke  every  Delaware  pass- 
receiving  record  during  the  1964  season  as 
he  hauled  down  36  passes  for  429  yards  and 
three  touchdowns.  This  gives  him  a  three-year 
total  of  54  catches  for  659  yards.  Against 
Hofstra  he  caught  eight  passes  to  give  him 
the  one  game  record  for  receptions. 

A  fine  natural  athlete,  Frith  batted  .304  last 
year  for  the  Blue  Hen  Middle  Atlantic  Con- 
ference championship  baseball  team.  As  a 
junior  he  was  a  member  of  Delaware's  na- 
tional championship  football  team. 

Dave  Keifer  and  Jim  Williams  get  the 
nod  for  the  tackle  positions  on  this  year's 
squad  with  a  200-pound  average.  Keifer,  a 
6'1'"  senior,  was  one  of  the  main  reasons  why 
Westminster's  1964  opponents  were  limited  to 
just  405  yards  in  309  carries  for  the  eight- 
game  season,  an  average  of  1.3  yards  per 
try.  These  figures  have  placed  the  Titans  first 
in  the  nation  by  the  NAIA  and  second  by  the 
NCAA  in  total  defense,  and  second  in  rush- 
ing defense  by  the  NAIA. 

For  the  season,  Westminster  went  unde- 
feated and  won  its  seventh  straight  title  in  the 
West  Penn  Conference,  and  was  ranked  sixth 
in  small  college  ratings.  Keifer  was  a  co- 
captain  of  his  team  and  was  selected  on  the 
West  Penn  Conference  first  team  and  NAIA 
defensive  team. 

Jim  Williams  was  also  a  member  of  an  un- 
defeated team  as  the  Arkansas  Razorbacks 
ran  up  ten  victories  during  the  regular  season 


including  a  win  over  Texas,  ranked  number 
one  in  the  nation  at  that  time.  Williams  was 
selected  unanimously  for  the  All-Southwest 
Conference  team  in  this  his  junior  year.  Dur- 
ing the  season  Williams  made  49  tackles  and 
assisted  in  37  more,  he  had  one  interception 
and  blocked  a  punt  which  resulted  in  a  touch- 
down. His  records  show  a  total  of  72  yards 
lost  by  the  opposition. 

Holding  down  the  guard  positions  on  this 
year's  squad  will  be  Dave  Gould  of  Oregon 
State  and  Larry  Deibler  of  Westminster  Col- 
lege. 

Gould  has  played  an  outstanding  season  as 
a  starter  for  the  Oregon  State  Beavers  who 
racked  up  an  8-2  record  and  a  bid  to  the  Rose 
Bowl.  He  was  named  Player  of  the  Week  for 
his  outstanding  performance  in  the  Stanford 
game  on  defense.  Dave  has  started  on  the  de- 
fensive unit  for  two  years  and  is  greatly  re- 
sponsible for  the  success  of  the  team  in  this 
period.  Dave  is  also  a  member  of  Gamma 
Theta  Upsilon  professional  fraternity, 

Larry  Deibler  is  a  teammate  of  Dave  Keifer 
on  the  undefeated  Westminster  squad  this 
season.  Deibler,  a  6',  200-pound  senior,  ended 
his  college  football  career  with  several  post- 
season honors  including  selection  on  the  West 
Penn  Conference  first  team.  Little  All-Ameri- 
can  honorable  mention  by  the  Associated 
Press,  and  second  team  All-State. 

Rounding  out  this  year's  All-Sig  Ep  Eleven 
is  center  George  Pappas  of  Purdue  Univer- 
sity. Pappas,  a  210-pound  senior,  has  played 
varsity  football  for  three  years  and  was  one 
of  the  Boilermakers'  most  valuable  linemen. 
His  team  voted  him  the  "Most  Hustle  Award" 
for  the  season  and  made  him  team  captain 
for  the  Michigan  State  game  because  of  his 
superior  play  the  week  before  against  Illinois. 
George  carries  a  B  average. 

These  11  players  are  the  1964  All-Sig  Ep 
Football  Team.

ANEW  Sigma  Phi  Epsilon  chapter,  the 
ninth  for  Pennsylvania  and  the  third 
for  the  city  of  Philadelphia,  was  established 
at  the  Philadelphia  College  of  Textiles  and 
Science  on  November  14.  The  colony — made 
up  of  members  of  Phi  Psi  professional  fra- 
ternity— had  been  in  existence  for  slightly 
more  than  a  year.  It  received  a  charter  from 
Grand  President  Paul  B.  Slater  of  Los  An- 
geles as  Pennsylvania  Omicron  chapter. 

Other  officials  present  included  Executive 
director  Donald  M.  Johnson,  staff  representa- 
tive Dennis  Mesenhimer,  and  chapter  coun- 
selor Robert  Kirkpatrick.  Two  teams  from  the 
third  district — Pennsylvania  Delta  from  the 
University  of  Pennsylvania  and  Pennsylvania 
Epsilon  from  Lehigh  University — initiated  the 
26  charter  members.  Heading  these  teams 
were  Ralph  Wilson  and  Peter  Keller,  the 
respective  presidents.

The  weekend  ceremonies  and  activities  be- 
gan on  Friday  evening  when  a  reception  was 
given  by  the  colony  at  which  members  of  the 
faculty  and  administration,  other  Greek  or- 
ganizations, members  of  the  IFC,  and  leaders 
of  the  many  student  organizations  all  had  a 
chance  to  meet  the  national  officers.  The  initia- 
tion ceremonies  held  on  Saturday  took  place 
in  the  main  academic  building  which  had  been 
especially  reserved. 

The  installation  banquet  was  held  at  the 
George  Washington  Motor  Lodge,  Valley 
Forge,  with  the  100  brothers  and  guests 
sitting  down  to  steak  and  full  trimmings.

The  first  chapter  meeting  was  held  on  Sun- 
day under  the  direction  of  staff  representative 
Dennis  Mesenhimer  and  president  Phil  Span- 
ninger, after  a  Thanksgiving  church  service. 

The  Colony 

The  Alpha  Committee  was  set  up  in  the 
spring  of  1962  to  look  for  a  suitable  national 
social  fraternity  to  fill  in  the  void  created  by 
Phi  Psi  becoming  honorary.  The  petition  for 
colonization  was  sent  to  Richmond  in  the 
spring  of  1963.  The  colony  was  authorized  on 
October  22  and  was  also  recognized  by  the 
IFC.  The  colony  grew  stronger  and  last  spring 
initiated  22  men,  the  largest  pledge  class  in 
the  recent  history  of  the  college. 

The  colony  has  played  an  important  role  in 
campus  life  ever  since  its  beginning.  It  has 
had  representatives  on  the  Student  Council, 
the  Yearbook,  the  newspaper,  and  many  other 
student  organizations.  It  was  the  over-all 
winner  of  the  Interfraternity  Greek  Games 
competition  in  the  spring,  won  in  intramural 
volleyball,  and  was  runnerup  in  basketball 
and  touch  football.  Scholastically  the  colony 
has  always  been  sound  with  an  over-all  aver- 
age of  2.4,  yet  this  has  in  no  way  hindered  a 
full  social  program  which  has  included  mas- 
querade, barge  and  island  safari  parties. 

Much  has  been  achieved,  but  it  now  re- 
mains for  the  new  chapter  to  continue  work- 
ing toward  maintaining  those  ideals  upon 
which  lies  the  strength  of  Sigma  Phi  Epsilon.

The   College 

Philadelphia  College  of  Textiles  and  Sci- 
ence was  founded  in  1884,  but  first  instruction 
at  college  level  was  not  given  until  1942.  It 
is  a  coeducational  technological  institution 
under  private  control.  Enrollment  is  approxi- 
mately 700  students,  most  of  whom  (almost 
95  per  cent)  are  men. 

The  college  is  located  on  a  beautiful  sub- 
urban campus  which  was  purchased  in  1945. 
Since  1949,  the  college  has  constructed  a 
classroom  building,  laboratories,  a  library, 
Scholler  Hall,  a  dormitory  housing  more  than 
150  students,  and  Althos  Hall,  a  student  union 
building.  A  research  center  and  two  new 
dormitories  will  be  constructed. 
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Carlyn  LaRue,  first  sweetheart  of  the  new 
Sig  Ep  chapter  with  Jay  Mercer,  her  escort. 


The  college  has,  as  a  continuing  school, 
been  giving  instruction  in  textiles  longer  than 
any  similar  institution  in  the  United  States 
and  is  the  only  privately  owned  and  operated 
college  of  its  type. 

All  curricula  are  designed  to  develop  mana- 
gerial skills  and  give  a  sound  foundation  in 


principles  of  science  and  technology,  tempered 
by  disciplines  of  humanities.  Seminars  and 
courses  for  industry  are  held  on  and  off  the 
campus. 

There  are  undergraduate  programs  leading 
to  a  B.S.  degree  in  business  administration, 
chemistry,  textile  engineering,  textile  manage- 
ment and  marketing,  textile  chemistry,  and 
fabric  design. 

The  other  men's  social  fraternities  on  cam- 
pus are  Zeta  Beta  Tau  and  Phi  Epsilon  Pi, 
whose  chapter  was  installed  in  1961.  There 
is  one  social  sorority,  a  local  known  as  Kappa 
Sigma  Phi.  The  two  professional  fraternities 
are  Delta  Kappa  Phi,  established  in  1889,  and 
Phi  Psi,  established  in  1903,  both  being  the 
mother  chapters  of  their  groups.  The  sole 
honor  society  is  a  local  known  as  Crowfoot. 

Sigma  Phi  Epsilon  has  now  installed  15 
chapters  in  Pennsylvania,  Omicron  being  the 
15th  letter  of  the  Greek  alphabet.  Delta  is  at 
Penn,  Epsilon  at  Lehigh,  Eta  at  Penn  State, 
Iota  at  Muhlenberg,  Kappa  at  Bucknell, 
Lambda  at  Westminster,  Mu  at  Temple,  Nu 
at  Thiel,  and  Xi  at  Indiana  State.  The  new 
chapter  and  Penn  and  Temple  are  in  Philadel- 
phia. 

Of  the  15,  five  are  inactive — Alpha  at  Wash- 
ington and  Jefferson,  Beta  at  Jefferson  Medi- 
cal, Gamma  at  Pitt,  Zeta  at  Allegheny,  and 
Theta  at  Carnegie  Tech.

classes  in  the  Central  YMCA  in  Cleveland. 
Fenn  purchased  a  22-story  building  in  1938 
which  was  converted  into  classrooms,  athletic 
facilities,  and  a  dormitory. 

In  1948  Fenn  added  a  new  building  to 
the  campus,  the  Claud  Foster  Engineering 
Building,  and  in  1949,  another  building,  the 
Charles  J.  Stilwell  Hall  was  added. 

Today  Fenn's  10-acre  campus  consists  of 
three  modern  buildings  in  an  urban  area  ad- 
jacent to  downtown  Cleveland.  Fenn's  three 
buildings  house  the  following  facilities:  The 
Tower  contains  classrooms,  dormitory  facilities 
for  235  men,  administrative  and  faculty 
offices,  a  swimming  pool,  and  other  recrea- 
tional facilities ;  Stilwell  Hall,  a  multi-purpose 
engineering  and  science  building,  also  con- 
tains the  library  and  cafeteria;  Claud  Foster 
Hall  is  primarily  a  classroom  and  laboratory 
building. 

Fenn  College  is  a  privately  supported  col- 
lege with  a  co-operative  education  plan,  offer- 
ing undergraduate  degrees  in  arts  and  sci- 
ences, business  administration,  and  Engineer- 
ing. The  present  full-time  day  school  enroll- 
ment is  about  1,700  students,  1,500  men  and 
the  rest  women.  The  College  is  on  the  quarter 
system  and  operates  continually  and  includes 
a  summer  quarter. 

The  Greek  system  at  Fenn  includes  three 
social  sororities  and  four  social  fraternities. 
The  College  has  a  liberal  policy  of  acceptance 
of  the  modes  and  customs  of  Greek  life.  The 
other  fraternities  on  campus  are  Delta  Sigma 
Phi,  Sigma  Tau  Gamma,  and  Tau  Kappa  Ep- 
silon.  Approximately  15  per  cent  of  Fenn  stu- 
dents are  Greeks. 

In  November  the  Ohio  State  legislature 
voted  to  charter  a  state  university  around 
Fenn.  Plans  call  for  a  student  body  of  20,000 


taught  by  1,500  faculty  members.  The  tenta- 
tive name  of  the  new  institution  is  Cleveland 
State  University  with  its  first  classes  starting 
in  the  fall  of  1965. 

The  Colony 

In  1929  Lambda  Tau  Delta  Fraternity  was 
chartered  by  three  Fenn  College  students  as 
the  fourth  fraternity  on  campus.  A  high 
scholastic  standing  coupled  with  student 
leadership  has  characterized  Lambda  Tau 
Deha. 

The  fraternity  leased  the  downstairs  of  a 
mansion  located  at  3214  Prospect  Avenue  in 
1961,  and  in  June,  1963,  it  became  the  Fenn 
College  Colony  of  Sigma  Phi  Epsilon. 

Lambda  Tau  Delta,  and  now  Sigma  Phi 
Epsilon,  has  displayed  its  leadership  in  all 
phases  of  campus  life.  The  All-Sports  trophy 
has  been  displayed  in  the  house  for  13  of  the 
last  14  years  and  as  mentioned  previously, 
the  Scholarship  Trophy  came  into  the  fold 
last  year,  as  did  the  Greek  Sing  Trophy  and 
Float  Trophy.  This  year  Joan  Petrulis,  the 
colony  candidate,  became  Fenn's  1964  Home- 
coming Queen. 

The  chapter  sponsors  two  outside  social 
functions,  the  annual  V.I. P.  Party  and  the 
Satellite  Swirl.  The  chapter  holds  a  Founder's 
Day  Banquet  in  the  fall  and  an  annual  spring 
banquet.

The  follow-up  notice  was  worded  so  that  it  was  supposed  to  let  the  member  know 
that  it  was  intended  only  for  those  who  had  not  replied;  not  everyone  caught  this  point, 
however,  so  some  changes  will  be  made  next  year.

Matching  Gifts  John  E.  Zollinger,  William  and  Mary,  National  Director  and  presi- 
dent of  the  William  L.  Phillips  Foundation,  announced  at  year  end  that  the  William  and 
Mary  Chapter  very  nearly  matched  the  $1,386.75  given  with  this  provision  to  the  Founda- 
tion by  an  alumnus  of  the  chapter.  He  said  the  chapter  collected  $175,  earned  $1,035  from 
the  calendar  sale,  and  an  alumnus  gave  $10,  for  a  total  of  $1,220;  the  $166.75  not  matched 
went  to  the  Foundation's  general  scholarship  fund. 
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If  your  chapter  doesn't  have  an  alumnus  who  will  make  matching  gifts  (for  more  in- 
formation about  the  latest  ones,  see  the  "Recent  Gifts  and  Bequests"  list  in  this  issue), 
Brother  Zollinger  points  out  that  every  chapter  can  still  start  its  own  special  scholarship 
fund  within  the  Foundation.  Contributions  to  the  Foundation  are  deductible  from  an  in- 
dividual's income  tax.

Charter  Suspension  The  National  Board  of  Directors  recently  suspended  the 
charters  of  the  North  Carolina  Eta  and  Oklahoma  Delta  chapters,  after  these  chapters  at 
High  Point  College  and  Oklahoma  City  University  were  unable  to  continue  due  to  critically 
low  manpower. 

No  charter  is  suspended  without  great  and  suflScient  cause,  and  then  only  when  all  efforts 
have  failed  to  invigorate  the  chapter.  These  efforts  include:  special  and  longer  visits  by 
the  staff  representatives  and  other  Fraternity  officials,  appointment  of  a  Resident  Counselor 
who  is  hired  by  the  Grand  Chapter  to  serve  as  a  resident  staff  representative,  special  mail- 
ings to  the  chapter's  undergraduate  and  graduate  members — in  short,  a  great  deal  of  extra 
effort  and  expense  are  put  forth  to  save  a  faltering  chapter. 

Despite  all  efforts,  the  North  Carolina  Eta  and  Oklahoma  Delta  chapters  could  not  be 
rescued,  but  the  college  administrations  share  our  hope  that  it  won't  be  long  before  we 
return. 

A  Friend  is  Gone  Mrs.  Myrtle  P.  Smith  (Smitty),  a  long-time  Fraternity  employee, 
passed  away  December  11.  She  worked  in  the  Membership  Records  department  for  thirty- 
two  years,  from  January,  1931,  to  January,  1963,  although  she  retired  briefly  in  January, 
1959;  during  this  time,  she  became  a  walking  encyclopedia  of  Sig  Ep  history,  as  she  was 
devoted  to  Sigma  Phi  Epsilon.  Even  though  she  is  survived  by  one  son,  she  had  many, 
many  Sig  Eps  who  were  "her  boys."  A  gracious  and  lovely  person,  Smitty  will  be  missed 
by  the  Fraternity.

National  Interfraternity  Conference  The  1964  annual  meeting  of  the  National 
Inter  fraternity  Conference  (NIC)  in  Cincinnati  was  a  real  success;  it's  hoped  that  the 
1965  meeting  in  Washington,  D.C.,  will  prove  successful,  too,  as  Sigma  Phi  Epsilon  will 
be  in  charge  of  the  meeting.  To  the  best  of  my  knowledge,  this  is  the  first  time  Sigma  Phi 
Epsilon  has  been  given  this  responsibility.  When  Dwight  Peterson,  Sigma  Chi,  president 
of  the  NIC,  asked  me  to  be  the  chairman  of  the  Undergraduate  Conference,  I  accepted 
even  though  this  means  we  now  have  two  conventions  to  plan  this  year:  one  for  the  NIC 
and  our  own  Grand  Chapter /Academy. 

Golden  Council  and  Silver  Council  Membership    cards    have    been    sent    to    the 

undergraduate  chapters  for  their  Golden  Council  (50-year)  and  Silver  Council  (25-year) 
members.  This  year's  cards  are  for  those  who  were  initiated  prior  to  1915  or  1940;  addi- 
tional cards  will  be  sent  each  year  to  the  chapters  for  their  newly  eligible  members.  If  you 
are  now  eligible  for  membership  in  either  the  Golden  or  Silver  Council  but  you  have  not 
yet  received  your  card,  please  write  to  your  chapter.  Initially  sponsored  by  the  Living 
Endowment  fund,  this  new  program  quickly  gained  wide  acceptance,  as  attested  by  the 
many  letters  of  appreciation  we  received. 
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Grand  Chapter/ Academy  The  first  of  many  special  bulletins  about  the  1965  Grand 
Chapter  meeting  was  mailed  to  chapters  and  officials  in  early  December,  containing  news 
about  the  Registration  Fee  and  what  it  covers.  The  Registration  Fee  is  $80  for  under- 
graduates ($85  if  not  pre-registered)  and  $100  for  alumni  ($105  if  not  pre-registered)  ;  the 
alumni  fee  is  higher  because  of  the  higher  room  cost.  The  pre-registration  fee  will  be 
refunded  if  you  are  unable  to  attend. 

What  does  the  Registration  Fee  cover?  As  this  year's  meeting  is  longer  than  usual,  the 
fee  includes  four  nights'  lodging  (double  occupancy)  and  three  meals  daily  beginning 
with  Saturday  dinner  (but  excluding  dinner  on  Monday,  sightseeing  day),  plus  admission 
to  the  Anniversary  Banquet  and  to  all  sessions  of  the  Grand  Chapter.  In  addition,  you 
receive  the  Souvenir  Program,  the  29th  Grand  Chapter  Printed  Minutes,  and  the  Souvenir 
Favor.  Under  this  single-cost  program,  taxes  and  tips  for  the  scheduled  meals  are  included, 
as  is  the  hotel  room  tax.  Registrants  have  the  opportunity  also  to  use  the  special  hotel 
room  rates  before  or  after  the  Grand  Chapter  dates. 

Those  who  have  other  accommodations  in  the  New  York  area  can  pay  the  $15  Registra- 
tion Fee,  which  does  not  cover  the  room  or  meal  expense;  however,  tickets  can  be  pur- 
chased at  the  door  for  the  meals  and  banquet.  Nevertheless,  if  you  plan  to  take  in  all  the 
events,  the  single-cost  Registration  Fee  offers  substantial  savings. 

There  will  be  a  Ladies  only  event,  with  a  luncheon  and  fashion  show;  tours  and  special 
programs  will  be  arranged  to  delight  the  ladies. 

Every  registrant  can  participate  in  this  new  program,  which  will  feature  the  best  of 
previous  Conclaves  combined  with  the  best  of  the  Academy  (the  Fraternity  leadership 
program).  I  hope  to  see  you  at  the  Grand  Chapter/ Academy  from  August  28  to  September 
1,  at  the  Biltmore  Hotel,  New  York  City  .  .  .  the  Opening  Session  starts  at  1:00  p.m., 
Saturday,  and  the  Final  Session  concludes  at  noon,  Wednesday.  It  promises  to  be  an 
exciting  time.

ATTORNEY    GENERAL 

OF    WEST    VIRGINIA

WEST  VIRGINIA,   '53 

FOR  the  first  time  in  the  history  of  the  State, 
West  Virginia  may  possibly  have  two  mem- 
bers of  Sigma  Phi  Epsilon  as  Governors 
within  the  same  decade.  From  1956  to  1960, 
Cecil  Underwood,  Marshall,  served  as  Gov- 
ernor. Now,  with  his  solid  re-election  as  At- 
torney General,  C.  Donald  Robertson,  West 
Virginia,  has  served  notice  that  he  will  be  the 
man  to  beat  for  Governor  in  1968. 

Next  to  the  Governor,  the  Attorney  Gen- 
eral is  the  most  important  and  busiest  execu- 
tive official  of  the  state.  He  handles  all  litiga- 
tion on  behalf  of  the  State  Government;  gives 
his  written  opinion  upon  questions  of  law  to 
all  State  officials  and  County  Prosecuting  At- 
torneys; tries  all  criminal  appeal  cases  in 
West  Virginia;  processes  all  claims  against 
the  State;  makes  recommendations  to  the 
Legislature;  is  a  member  of  the  Board  of 
Public  Works,  State  Office  Commission,  and 
Department  of  Public  Safety  Retirement 
Board;  is  the  ex  officio  reporter  for  the  Su- 
preme Court  and  as  such  publishes  the  West 
Virginia  Reports. 

Because  of  the  importance  of  the  office,  the 
Attorney  General's  position  has  traditionally 
been  considered  the  stepping  stone  to  the 
Governor's  office.  Last  spring,  prior  to  the 
primary  elections,  Robertson's  name  was 
prominent  among  possible  candidates  until 
he  withdrew   and   placed  himself  in  support

of  Hulett  Smith  who  was  elected  Governor 
in  the  recent  elections. 

Robertson  has  been  asked  to  give  opinions 
on  some  of  the  most  controversial  issues  of 
our  time,  including  state  compliance  with  the 
Supreme  Court  School  Prayer  decision,  re- 
apportionment of  counties,  and  taxing  church- 
owned  properties.  In  each  of  these  cases,  he 
has  chosen  to  follow  his  conscience  regard- 
less of  the  popular  course,  and  thus  he  has 
gained  followers  who  admire  his  strength  of 
character. 

Both  capital  newspapers  have  compli- 
mented him  for  his  fearless  stands  on  the 
legal  issues.  The  Charleston  Gazette  said,  "He 
is  trying  to  prove  there  is  another  way  to 
succeed  in  office  rather  than  never  offending 
anyone.  And  that  is  to  do  a  conscientious 
job."  The  Charleston  Daily  Mail  said,  "Again

VOCATIONAL   AND   PROFESSIONAL 
ACHIEVEMENTS    IN   BRIEF 

Arthur  E.  Stoddard,  Kansas,  who  has  been 
president  of  the  Union  Pacific  Railroad  for 
16  years,  retired  on  January  1  after  48  years 
of  service  with  the  road.  He  is  a  member  of 
the  William  L.  Phillips  Foundation  advisory 
board. 

Langdon  Palmer,  Dartmouth,  '51,  has  been 
promoted  from  the  post  of  assistant  vice- 
president  of  Chase  Manhattan  Bank,  New 
York,  to  that  of  vice-president.  The  appoint- 
ment was  announced  in  October  at  a  banker's 
convention  in  Florida.  As  an  assistant  vice- 
president,  he  served  as  a  loan  officer  respon- 
sible for  specific  corporation  accounts. 

Palmer's  undergraduate  experience  in- 
cludes a  term  as  rushing  chairman  and  an- 
other as  chapter  vice-president.  He  received 
a  master's  degree  in  business  administration 
from  N.Y.U.  in  1958.  He  has  been  a  member 
of  the  National  Housing  Board  of  the  Fra- 
ternity since  1962. 

William  P.  Steven,  Wisconsin,  '30,  editor 
of  the  Houston,  Tex.,  Chronicle,  gave  the 
chief  address  at  Southwestern  University  at 
the  annual  dinner  meeting  of  the  board  of 
trustees,  faculty,  staff,  and  representatives  of 
the  student  body. 

Steven  spoke  of  the  acceleration  in  the 
development  of  new  knowledge,  saying 
"While  we  can  systematize  knowledge  into 
making  cars,  trucks,  and  gimcracks,  the 
chassis  that  goes  down  the  college  assembly 
line  is  a  human  being,  and  he  does  not  be- 
come a  zippy  intellect  after  bolting  on  a 
couple  of  fenders  of  French,  a  motor  of  busi- 
ness administration,  and  a  tailpipe  of  ac- 
tivities," 


He  said:  "Education  is  not  a  system;  it  is 
not  a  formula;  it  is  growth.  Colleges  are  not 
buildings,  not  endowments,  not  faculties  but 
are  greenhouses  for  the  intellects  of  the  best 
of  our  young  people." 

Ellis  Briggs,  Dartmouth,  a  career  diplomat 
who  retired  in  1962  after  having  served  as 
Ambassador  to  seven  countries,  has  written 
a  caustic  book  of  memoirs  based  on  his  36 
years  of  service. 

Most  memoirs  dispense  wisdom  and  pleas- 
ant anecdotes,  however  Farewell  to  Foggy 
Bottom  (McKay,  New  York,  $4.95)  is  an  ac- 
count of  the  author's  disgruntlement  with  his 
own  Government,  the  State  Department,  and 
most  of  the  policies  and  procedures  he  was 
called  upon  to  administer. 

The  author's  approach  is  completely  re- 
actionary. He  decries  the  fact  that  in  his  time 
the  Foreign  Service  has  proliferated  from  600 
to  almost  4,000  officers,  pointing  out  that 
there  were  only  13  American  Ambassadors  in 
the  world  when  he  entered  the  Foreign  Ser- 
vice in  1925. 

He  disparages  "the  multiplicity  of  coun- 
tries spawned  in  the  last  20  years,  most  of 
whose  inhabitants  would  be  better  off  had 
they  remained  colonies  for  another  genera- 
tion."

In  his  opinion,  almost  nothing  has  changed 
for  the  better  since  1925.  "Today  we  have 
over  one  hundred  ambassadors,  plus  two 
dozen  spares,  free-wheeling  through  interna- 
tional organizations.  For  a  vice-consul  in 
those  days  to  become  an  ambassador  was  to 
reach  for  a  handful  of  Stardust.  Today  much 
of  the  Stardust  is  dandruff." 

Thomas  F.  Amis,  Wisconsin,  '29,  and 
Charles  E.  Hall,  Rutgers,  '31,  direct  the 
State-Federal  co-operative  highway  program 
in  the  District  of  Columbia.  Jointly  they  di- 
rect a  construction  program  averaging  over 
$50,000,000  yearly.  Airis  is  director  of  the 
D.  C.  Department  of  Highways  and  TraflSc 
(which  operates  as  a  state  highway  depart- 
ment), while  Hall  is  District  of  Columbia 
division  engineer  for  the  U.  S.  Bureau  of 
Public  Roads.

EVEIVTS    OF    DISTINCTION 
IN    THE    EDUCATIONAL    FIELD 

Garland  G.  Parker,  Cincinnati,  dean  of  ad- 
missions at  the  University  of  Cincinnati,  in 
December  released  his  annual  higher  educa- 
tion enrollment  study  for  1964  to  the  maga- 
zine, School  and  Society.  In  his  survey  Dr. 
Parker  finds  1,111  accredited  universities  and 
four-year  colleges  have  admitted  2,090,638 
full-time  and  a  grand  total  of  4,118,735  stu- 
dents. 

The  report  reveals  that  full-time  students 
are  up  10.1  per  cent  in  the  comparably  re- 
porting institutions  as  against  increases  of 
6.4  per  cent  in  1963  and  6.2  per  cent  in  1962. 
The  grand  total  is  9.3  per  cent  larger  than 
last  year. 

Freshman  attendance  is  17.3  per  cent 
larger  than  last  year.  Dr,  Parker  explains 
that  this  is  the  largest  percentage  increase 
that  is  likely  to  occur  in  the  foreseeable 
future. 

Despite  predictions  of  diminishing  impor- 
tance in  this  highly  technical  age,  the  liberal 
arts  and  the  pure  sciences  are  enjoying  a 
renaissance,  according  to  the  report.  There 
are  also  17.3  per  cent  more  freshmen  in  these 
fields  than  last  year  and  by  far  the  larger  pro- 
portion of  all  current  freshmen  have  elected 
these  fields.  But  education  freshmen  consti- 
tute the  percentage  leader  among  the  desig- 
nated first-year  groups — 18.0  per  cent  more 
than  last  year.  Other  freshman  increases  by 
fields  of  study  include:  Business  administra- 
tion, 16.8  per  cent  (compared  with  a  1963 
gain  of  only  3.0  per  cent  after  two  successive 
declining  years).  Engineering,  11.0  per  cent

(compared  with  a  1963  gain  of  only  1.2  per 
cent  and  losses  in  1962  and  1961).  Agricul- 
ture, 12.4  per  cent  ("its  first  significant  in- 
crease in  many  years").  Nursing,  15.9  per 
cent. 

Today's  freshmen  "are  only  the  front  line 
of  a  vast  throng  on  their  way  to  colleges  in 
this  and  the  next  decade,"  Dr.  Parker  said 
in  his  survey  report.  "If  we  take  account  only 
of  the  pool  of  potential  applicants  available, 
we  may  expect  another  10  to  12  per  cent 
increase  of  freshmen  next  year,"  Dr.  Parker 
said.  "In  1966  there  may  be  a  small  decrease, 
in  1967  and  1968  there  will  be  little  change, 
but  steady  increases  should  be  resumed  in 
1969  and  thereafter. 

"As  the  massive  freshman  classes  of  this 
year  and  next  move  into  the  upper  classes 
and  are  replaced  by  almost  equally  ponder- 
ous groups,  our  institutions  of  higher  educa- 
tion will  find  themselves  grappling  with  the 
educational  challenge  of  the  century."

Dr.  Emmett  B.  Carmichael,  Colorado,  '18, 
assistant  dean  of  the  Medical  College  of 
Alabama,  was  recognized  for  his  contribu- 
tions to  chemistry  by  the  American  Institute 
of  Chemists  in  November. 

Dr.  Carmichael,  editor  of  the  Alabama 
Journal  of  Medical  Sciences  and  longtime 
head  of  the  department  of  biochemistry  at 
the  Medical  College,  received  the  top  award 
of  the  Alabama  chapter  of  the  Institute  at 
a  meeting   at   Southern   Research   Institute. 

Dr.  Carmichael  addressed  the  gathering  on 
the  topic,  "The  Gifted  Student— Whither  by 
2000  A.D.?"  He  pointed  out  that  major  mile- 
stones in  the  progress  of  our  nation  are  prod- 
ucts of  the  gifted  and  trained,  and  empha- 
sized the  need  to  stimulate  youth  "to  do  some- 
thing and  be  something  and  help  our  coun- 
try."

Gen.  Anthony  C.  McAuliffe,  West  Vir- 
ginia, interviewed  in  Washington,  D.C.,  20 
years  after  the  famous  Battle  of  Bastogne, 
recalled  the  German  ultimatum  to  surrender, 
and  his  immortal  reply:  "To  the  German 
General  .  .  .  'Nuts!'  .  .  .  from  the  American

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BOB  KELLY  DIES 

Robert  W.  Kelly,  N.Y.U.,  '29,  died  on  January 
13,  1965,  in  the  Flushing  Hospital,  Long  Island, 
N.Y.,  of  a  heart  attack  at  the  age  of  58.  In  his  un- 
expected death,  the  world  of  Sigma  Phi  Epsilon 
and  the  entire  fraternity  world  as  well  as  the  circle 
of  his  printing  and  publishing  associates  have  lost 
a  worker  whose  knowledge,  industry,  dedication 
and  zeal  have  seldom  been  surpassed. 

Bob  Kelly  was  born  in  Chicago,  educated  in 
Youngstown,  Ohio,  and  at  N.Y.U.  He  entered  Theta 
Sigma  Phi  local  at  N.Y.U.  in  1925,  became  its 
president,  and  was  chairman  of  the  committee 
which  petitioned  for  the  charter  of  New  York 
Gamma.  The  chapter  was  installed  on  June  6,  1930. 
His  belief  in  and  devotion  to  the  Fraternity  and  to 
fraternities  generally  increased  constantly  through 
the  years  until  they  became  as  much  a  part  of  his 
life  as  his  profession.  Perhaps  they  were  more. 

He  put  new  blood  into  the  New  York  Alumni 
Chapter  and  served  as  its  president  for  five  years. 
He  continued  to  be  the  outstanding  alumni  leader 
for  his  chapter.  For  twelve  years  he  served  as  dis- 
trict governor  and  was  elected  to  the  executive 
committee  of  the  Grand  Chapter  in  1947.  He  rose 
through  the  chairs  and  in  1953  became  Grand 
President  of  Sigma  Phi  Epsilon. 

In  1954  he  continued  his  service  as  chairman  of 
the  board  of  trustees  of  the  Fraternity  and  he  later 
was  named  a  trustee  of  the  Endowment  Fund  and 
of  the  chapter  investment  fund. 

In  the  same  year,  he  began  to  assume  a  number 
of  demanding  tasks  for  the  National  Interfraternity 
Conference.  He  was  named  a  member  of  the  im- 
portant Committee  on  Conference  Organization 
and  his  election  in  1957  to  the  Executive  Com- 
mittee of  the  Conference  led  to  further  time-con- 
suming tasks.  He  was  chairman  of  the  Office  Com- 
mittee of  the  NIC  at  the  time  the  Central  Office 
was  set  up  in  New  York  in  September,  1957,  and 
continued  to  serve  for  several  years  not  only  in  this 
position  but  also  as  chairman  of  the  Budget  Com- 
mittee. He  rose  through  the  chairs  in  the  NIC  and 
was  named  chairman  in  1963.  He  was  chairman  of 
the  Nominating  Committtee  of  the  most  recent 
Conference  at  Cincinnati,  however  illness,  to  a 
large  extent  induced  by  overwork,  prevented  his 
attendance. 

Bob  Kelly's  profession  was  journalism  and  pub-

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lishing.  He  helped  defray  his  expenses  at  N.Y.U. 
by  selling  advertising  space  for  the  old  New  York 
Evening  Graphic.  After  he  earned  his  degree,  he 
founded  the  Robert  W.  Kelly  Publishing  Corpora- 
tion, which  supplied  yearbook  and  periodical 
printing  services  for  many  eastern  educational 
institutions.  He  published  the  sports  programs  for 
Madison  Square  Garden  since  the  first  games  were 
played  there  in  1933.  He  served  as  a  lieutenant  in 
the  Navy  in  Washington  during  World  War  II. 

After  the  war  he  founded  the  Hampshire  En- 
graving Company  at  Manchester,  N.H.,  which  be- 
came one  of  the  finest  organizations  of  its  kind. 
Typically,  he  engaged  his  chapter  brother  and 
N.Y.U.  classmate,  Floyd  Akins,  to  manage  the 
company. 

Robert  Kelly  possessed  a  true  specialist's  knowl- 
edge of  the  graphic  arts.  His  wife,  Mary  T.  Kelly, 
Mount  Holyoke,  '29,  was  a  partner  in  his  work  and 
also  shared  many  of  his  fraternity  friendships  and 
associations. 

He  was  one  of  the  outstanding  builders  of  Sigma 
Phi  Epsilon  for  three  decades  and  in  every  way  a 
great  brother.

63RD  BIRTHDAY 

The  Gainesville  Alumni  Chapter  joined  with 
Florida  undergraduates  on  November  1  to  observe 
the  63rd  anniversary  of  the  founding  of  the  Fra- 
ternity and  to  honor  Dr.  Thomas  V.  McCaul,  one 
of  the  three  surviving  Founders. 

More  than  100  members  and  pledges  of  the 
Florida  chapter,  together  with  members  of  the 
local  alumni  chapter,  attended  the  morning  wor- 
ship service  at  the  First  Baptist  Church  as  a 
token  of  respect  for  Uncle  Tom,  pastor  emeritus 
of  the  church. 

At  the  end  of  the  service  Fred  T.  Laughon,  Jr., 
pastor  of  the  church,  asked  Uncle  Tom  to  come 
forward.  Uncle  Tom  announced  that  Dr.  Laughon 
had  been  elected  to  be  initiated  as  an  honorary 
member  of  the  fraternity  that   afternoon.

At  one  o'clock  in  the  afternoon  a  banquet  was 
held  at  the  chapter  house  which  was  attended  by 
150  Sig  Eps  and  their  guests.  The  latter  included 
a  number  of  officials  and  members  of  the  faculty 
of  the  University  of  Florida  and  their  wives.  John 
Jennings,  president  of  the  Citizens  Bank  of 
Gainesville,  presided  at  the  banquet  and  District 
Governor  William  G.  Cross  introduced  the  guests. 

Dr.  McCaul,  who  served  as  national  chaplain 
of  the  fraternity  for  many  years,  spoke  briefly  of 
the  founding  of  the  Fraternity  and  of  its  ideals 
and  principles.  He  stated  that  sixty-three  years 
ago  (November  1,  1901)  twelve  students  in  Rich- 
mond College  (now  the  University  of  Richmond), 
who  were  members  of  like  families  and  of  the 
same  religious  faith  and  the  same  congenial  so- 
cial background,  had  cherished  the  desire  to 
project  upon  the  campuses  of  our  country  a  Fra- 
ternity whose  members  accepted  and  practiced 
Christian  beliefs  and  moral  principles.  He  said 
that  these  Founders  also  believed  that  the  inti- 
mate relationship,  fellowship,  and  enduring 
friendship  of  the  members  of  such  a  social  Fra- 
ternity required  that  all  members  should  be  like 
themselves.  Therefore,  "with  malice  toward  none 
and  charity  for  all,"  and  in  keeping  with  Ameri- 
can democracy  and  the  divine  endowment  of 
moral  free  agents  with  the  privilege,  obligation, 
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and  responsibility  of  the  freedom  of  choice  in  all 
relationships  in  life,  whether  the  same  referred  to 
God  or  mankind  and  human  institutions,  they 
founded  Sigma  Phi  Epsilon.  And  he  declared  that 
no  individual  should  presume  to  deny  that  right 
and  privilege  to  any  group  of  American  citizens 
anywhere  or  at  any  time. 

He  said  that  Sigma  Phi  Epsilon  chapters  and 
houses  should  be  regarded  as  Christian  families 
and  homes,  respectively,  and  closed  his  remarks 
with  the  statement  that  Sig  Eps  measured  their 
lives  in  terms  of  conception,  conversation,  con- 
secration, CONDUCT,  conviction,  COURAGE,  CHAR- 
ACTER, AND  CHRIST.  His  talk  was  taped  and  a  copy 
sent  to  the  National  Archives. 

Dr.  McCaul's  talk  was  followed  by  the  showing 
of  the  Dubach  film  which  the  alumni  had  pur- 
chased for  the  use  of  the  Fraternity. 

The  exercises  of  the  day  ended  with  the  initia- 
tion of  Dr.  Laughon  as  an  honorary  member. 
Brother  McCaul  took  an  active  part  in  the  cere- 
mony. 

It  was  a  most  inspiring  day  for  all  of  us  here  in 
Gainesville  to  have  one  of  the  Founders  take  part 
in  the  observation  of  this  day  and  in  the  initia- 
tion. — David  M.  Hendon

THIEL'S  SOTH 

Thiel  Sig  Eps  on  December  13,  celebrated  the 
50th  anniversary  of  their  founding  as  Sadhe 
Aleph  local.  Founders  and  alumni  were  honored 
at  a  gala  open  house  to  which  all  living  aumni  of 
the  chapter,  college  administrators  and  faculty, 
and  parents  of  the  present  members  were  invited. 

Pennsylvania  Nu  had  its  beginnings  as  Sadhe 
Aleph  on  December  4,  1914.  The  Hebrew  letters 
were  chosen  to  circumvent  a  college  ruling  which 
prohibited  Greek-letter  organizations.  As  Thiel's 
first  fraternity,  Sadhe  Aleph  enjoyed  immediate 
and  lasting  success  as  reflected  in  both  the  qual- 
ity and  the  quantity  of  its  members  who  pros- 
pered during  the  1920s  and  1930s  as  a  largely 
pre-ministerial  group.  Then  World  War  II 
brought  a  period  of  decline,  further  marred  by 
the  loss  of  the  chapter  house  in  1944.  The  same 
year  members  dropped  the  Hebrew  name  in  favor 
of  Alpha  Iota  Chi,  perhaps  as  a  prelude  to  the 
successful  petitioning  of  Sigma  Phi  Epsilon  in 
1948. 

Sadhe  Aleph  has  produced  a  number  of  men 
of  distinction.  They  include:  William  C.  Hankey, 
president  of  the  Western  Pennsylvania-West  Vir 
ginia  Synod  of  the  United  Lutheran  Church;  G 
Elson  Ruff,  editor  of  the  national  monthly  pub 
lication.  The  Lutheran;  Thomas  M.  Messer,  di 
rector  of  New  York's  Solomon  Guggenheim  Mu 
seum;  Richard  M.  Hornbeck,  property  and  sup 
plies  secretary  in  the  cabinet  of  Governor  William 
Scranton  of  Pennsylvania;  Dr.  Benjamin  F. 
Tullar,  noted  research  scientist  in  the  field  of  bio- 
chemistry; Dr.  David  W.  Clare,  well-known  Pitts- 
burgh surgeon;  and  Col.  John  0.  Woods,  a  long- 
time chaplain  in  the  United  States  Army. 

Preparations  for  the  commemoration  were  be- 
gun during  the  summer  of  1964.  Formal  invita- 
tions were  mailed  to  all  Sadhe  Aleph  members 
who  could  be  located.  The  day  gave  local  Sig  Eps 
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of  15  years'  standing  a  chance  to  meet  many  of 
the  men  responsible  for  much  of  their  heritage. 
One  prominent  minister  thanked  the  chapter  for 
remembering  the  alumni  of  Sadhe  Aleph.  They 
had,  he  said,  felt  neglected  and  even  forgotten, 
and  had  only  the  memories  of  their  own  fraternity 
experiences  to  fall  back  upon.  But  now,  the  "rup- 
ture" which  had  occurred  when  the  local  group 
affiliated  with  the  national  organization  was 
healed,  and  in  effect  the  ties  between  Sadhe 
Aleph  and  Sigma  Phi  Epsilon  were  firmly  re- 
established. 

This  message  of  fraternal  gratitude  provided 
the  greatest  measure  of  satisfaction  to  the  Sig  Eps 
who  had  planned  the  event.  They  regretted  that 
they  had  not  paused  earlier  to  recall  their  herit- 
age, to  remember  the  men  who,  in  large  part,  had 
made  Pennsylvania  Nu  at  Thiel  an  eventual 
reality.  Indeed,  Thiel  Sig  Eps  are  confident  that 
they  have  learned  an  important  lesson  relative  to 
their  own  history,  traditions,  and  ideals.

Calendars  for  Scholarship 

When  National  Board  member  John  E.  Zol- 
linger, William  and  Mary,  '27,  recently  gave  the 
William  L.  Phillips  Foundation  $1,400  for  schol- 
arships for  his  chapter,  provided  the  men  of  Vir- 
ginia Delta  could  match  it,  chapter  leaders  got 
busy. 

President  Jerry  Gimmel  conceived  of  a  William 
and  Mary  Activities  Calendar  to  be  sold  on  the 
campus  and  in  Williamsburg  communities.  With 
John  Fuller  and  Jerry  Harris,  he  planned  the 
project  and  received  permission  from  the  College 
and  the  IFC,  whose  representatives  were  pleased 
that  the  proceeds  would  go  into  the  chapter 
scholarship  fund  and  would  be  matched  by  an 
alumni  benefactor  besides. 

Every  fraternity  chapter  co-operated  by  holding 
an  election  for  a  Calendar  Girl,  while  downtown 
merchants  purchased  advertising  space  which  pro- 
duced $750. 

More  than  1,000  of  the  calendars  have  been 
sold  on  the  campus  and  about  200  in  the  com- 
munity at  75  cents  each. 
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At  Connecticut,  the  Sig  Ep  Calendar  Sale 
was  a  highlight  of  Freshman  Week.  For  the  sec- 
ond year,  the  brothers  pooled  their  time  and 
talent  into  producing  an  outstanding  calendar. 

The  co-eds  were  chosen  by  the  photographer 
and  a  faculty  member  at  an  evening  coffee  in 
the  chapter  house.  Representatives  from  every 
woman's  living  unit  were  escorted  by  a  brother  to 
this  coffee. 

The  Calendar  Sale  accomplished  its  duo-fold 
purpose:  rush  publicity  and  most  important, 
financial  support  to  the  University  Scholarship 
Fund.  Through  the  efforts  of  the  brothers  who 
spent  hours  selling  calendars  in  the  Student  Union 
lobby,  the  scholarship  has  been  made  available 
once  again. 


Chapter  Retreat 

Buflfalo  Sig  Eps  hold  an  informal  pledge  re- 
treat for  each  pledge  class,  the  purpose  of  which 
is  to  make  the  pledges  more  familiar  with  the 
fraternity,  in  its  national  and  local  context,  and 
to  make  the  brotherhood  more  aware  of  the  strong 
and  weak  points  of  its  pledge  program.  The  re- 
treat was  instituted  in  the  fall  of  1963  by  Don 
Hemstreet,  then  chapter  chaplain. 

This  past  faU,  the  retreat  was  centered  about 
three  major  themes:  the  national  Grand  Chapter, 
its  operations,  organization,  and  duties  and  re- 
sponsibilities; the  local  chapter,  its  character, 
aspirations,  structure  and  organization,  and  re- 
sponsibilities to  the  Grand  Chapter;  and  finally 
the  pledge  program,  its  purpose  and  methods 
employed  to  achieve  this  purpose. 

The  pledges,  their  "big  brothers,"  the  pledge 
board  and  the  executive  committee  were  all  in- 
vited. Everyone  broke  up  into  three  groups  and 
attended  each  of  the  three  meetings.  It  is  of  para- 
mount importance  that  ideas  are  freely  expressed, 
without  regard  to  one's  status  as  a  pledge.  Broth- 
ers must  be  quick  to  defend  that  which  is  right 
and  be  willing  to  admit  to  that  which  is  wrong. 
These  principles  are  necessities  for  a  successful 
program. 

Following  the  meetings,  roast  beef  sandwiches 
were  served,  and  in  an  atmosphere  of  eating  and 
drinking  the  brothers  and  pledges  were  able  to 
talk  more  rewardingly  on  the  topics  previously 
introduced. 

Ohio  Slate  Sig  Eps  held  a  retreat  December 
4-5  to  cap  a  most  successful  fall  quarter.  Mem- 
bers viewed  the  Dubach  film,  "Fraternity  Leader- 
ship," and  then  pledges  and  undergraduates  got 
together  to  appraise  the  past  quarter's  success, 
make  plans  for  the  next  quarter,  and  discuss  the 
principles  and  objectives  of  the  Fraternity.

Pledge  Training 

Cincinnati  Sig  Eps,  having  reduced  their 
pledge  program  to  12  weeks,  faced  the  problem 
of  re-evaluating  the  program  in  order  to  discard 
the  unimportant  in  favor  of  the  important. 

Among  the  important  aspects  of  pledging  comes 
community  service,  for  from  this  area  stems  the 
development  of  responsibility,  both  to  one's  com- 
munity and  to  the  fraternity  for  presenting  it  to 
society  in  the  most  favorable  light. 

In  keeping  with  this,  Cincinnati's  pledge  class 
undertook  two  projects.  In  the  Interfraternity 
Pledge  Council  sponsored  Muscular  Dystrophy 
Drive,  they  raised  more  money  than  any  of  the 
other  20  participating  fraternity  pledge  classes. 
They  also  held  a  Thanksgiving  dinner  for  orphans 
from  two  local  children's  homes.

Increased  emphasis  on  service  to  the  com- 
munity can  help  immensely  in  improving  the 
public  image  of  the  entire  fraternity  system.

Chapter  Standards 

Michigan  Slate  Sig  Eps  have  established  a 
Standards  Board  to  aid  the  Executive  Committee 
in  enforcing  the  house  rules.  The  Board  is  com- 
posed of  one  Executive  Committee  member  who 
acts  as  chairman,  and  three  members  selected 
by  the  chapter. 

The  Board,  which  meets  regularly,  interviews 
brothers  who  have  violated  house  rules  and  have 
demonstrated  improper  conduct  within  the  chap- 
ter. The  Board,  after  reviewing  the  incident, 
imposes  a  penalty  which  can  be  appealed  by  the 
brother  to  the  Executive  Committee  or  to  the 
brotherhood. 

This  procedure  has  demonstrated  itself  to  be 
effective  by  reducing  the  time  factor  involved  in 
dealing  with  those  problems  and  has  increased 
the  awareness  of  the  responsibilities  of  a  Sig  Ep. 

Other  chapters  may  wish  to  give  it  a  try.

$117,000  chapter  house  during  Thanksgiving 
weekend.  Fully  air-conditioned,  well  designed, 
and  ideally  functional,  it  houses  36  men  and  the 
housemother. 

Idaho  State  Sig  Eps  have  planned  a  new 
front  porch  with  Doric  columns,  with  a  large 
metal  reproduction  of  the  coat  of  arms  mounted 
above  it.  The  design  is  by  alumnus  Ed  Peterson.

Kentucky  Wesleyan  Sig  Eps  completed  space 
on  the  third  floor  so  that  a  number  of  brothers 
are  now  able  to  move  in.  A  new  flagpole  was  put 
up  by  the  pledge  class.  The  living  room  and  foyer 
have  been  painted. 

At  Maryland,  the  backyard  of  the  chapter 
house  was  landscaped  and  a  volleyball  court  con- 
structed. Draperies  for  the  chapter  room  were 
furnished  by  the  Mothers'  Club. 

Michigan  State  pledges  remodeled  the  tele- 
phone room  as  a  part  of  their  fall  term  Help 
Week  project.  The  walls  were  paneled  in  oak  and 
a  new  carpet  placed  on  the  floor.  Members  re- 
turned early  to  remodel  their  own  rooms. 

Muhlenberg  Sig  Eps  returned  to  a  new  ad- 
dress for  the  spring  semester  to  their  new 
$180,000  house.  A  new  house  has  been  the  dream 
of  the  chapter  during  most  of  its  40-year  history. 
The  chapter  had  occupied  six  other  homes  before 
moving  to  the  new  house  on  the  south  campus 
overlooking  a  lake. 

The  many  moves  have  tended  to  emphasize  one 
big  deficiency:  not  having  a  house  with  proper 
and  adequate  facilities  to  foster  good  fellowship 
and  top  scholarship;  a  house  that  every  brother 
would  always  consider  his  "home"  at  Muhlen- 
berg.

Built  as  a  split  level,  the  house  was  designed 
to  provide  separate  areas  for  study  and  living.  The 
east  wing  is  a  quiet  dorm  section  which  accom- 
modates 38  men  in  the  18  double-  and  2  single- 
study-sleep  rooms.  In  the  center  area  is  a  paneled 
chapter  room  and  library  which  will  serve  as 
second-floor  lounges  for  the  brothers'  dates  during 
house  party  weekends.  Large  windows  facing 
south  give  the  advantage  of  the  warm  winter  sun 
as  well  as  a  beautiful  view  of  the  park  and  lake 
area. 

The  west  wing  consists  of  a  dining  room  and 
lounge,  which  can  be  opened  into  one  large 
60-foot  room  for  dancing.  Off  the  dining  room 
is  a  well-equipped  kitchen  and  adjoining  both 
kitchen  and  lounge  is  the  multi-purpose  room  for 
TV,  bar,  and  cards.  A  central  porch  and  lobby, 
with  the  house  mother's  suite  completely  sepa- 
rate from  all  other  facilities,  form  an  eye-attract- 
ing entrance  to  the  spacious  interior. 

The  active  brothers  are  proud  to  call  the  new 
house  their  home.  In  future  months,  alumni  will 
return  and  visit  the  permanent  home  of  their 
college  chapter. 

At  N.Y.U.,  a  face-lifting  campaign  has  been 
undertaken  under  the  direction  of  Aage  Larson, 
house  improvements  chairman.  The  second  and 
third  floors  have  been  tiled;  a  new  staircase  has 
been   built;    and   the   entire   house   repainted. 

North  Texas  State  Sig  Eps  purchased  a  lot 
150  X  320  X  100  feet  in  the  fall  of  1952.  In 
September,  1953,  the  fraternity  bought  its  original 
home  and  moved  it  onto  this  lot — the  present  lo- 
cation. In  the  summer  of  1956,  Texas  Beta  com- 
pleted the  first  section  of  the  new  house.  The 
structure  cost  $60,000  and  consists  of  dining  area, 
living  room,  game  room,  kitchen,  study  room,  and 
two  residence  rooms.  The  structure  is  completely 
air-conditioned  and  centrally  heated. 

In  the  spring  of  1958  Texas  Beta  bought  the 
house  next  to  the  old  fraternity  house.  This  in- 
creased the  value  of  Texas  Beta's  property  con- 
siderably. 

In  the  summer  of  1962,  Texas  Beta  built  the 
living  area  which  accommodates  56  brothers.  In 
the  summer  of  1963  the  living  and  dining-room 
areas  were  remodeled  at  a  cost  of  $12,000. 

The  unique  feature  of  the  house  was  that  it 
was  completely  built  without  the  use  of  alumni 
funds  or  national  funds.  This  made  the  chapter 
completely  self-supporting  and  not  dependent 
upon    anyone   except   the    brotherhood. 


At  Ohio  Northern,  the  driveway  has  been 
paved.  In  the  downstairs  living  room  and  ves- 
tibule the  ceiling  was  lowered,  indirect  lighting 
was  installed,  and  carpeting  laid  in  place  of  tile. 
In  the  living  room  the  wall  between  the  parlor  and 
living  room  was  removed,  thereby  making  one 
large  room.  The  end  walls  were  paneled  in  the 
same  kind  of  wood  as  the  vestibule.  A  raised  slate

hearth,  boxed  chimney,  and  walnut  mantel  were 
added  to  the  fireplace.  Beautiful  wall-to-wall  car- 
peting was  imported  from  Puerto  Rico,  and  floor 
length  curtains  were  hung.  A  built-in  stereo/AM- 
FM  radio  system  was  installed  in  the  new  living 
room.  Twelve  new  chairs  and  a  new  davenport 
were  purchased. 

At  Purdue,  a  new  bookcase-trophy  case  was 
financed  by  the  Mothers'  Qub  and  the  Senior 
Classes  of  1963  and  1964.  It  was  constructed  to 
match  the  woodwork  and  contains  an  indirect 
lighted  trophy  case.  This  new  bookcase  will  per- 
mit expansion  of  the  library.  The  trophy  case  is 
already  filled  with  trophies  of  the  past  two  years. 

Temple  Sig  Eps  have  installed  a  new  heating 
system,  repainted  most  of  the  house,  installed 
several  new  doors,  and  acquired  new  recreational 
equipment. 

Toledo  Sig  Eps  remodeled  the  library  and  fire- 
place under  the  direction  of  Dave  Chryst.

■  Two  years  ago  the  brothers  at  Arizona  pro- 
posed the  idea  of  firing  a  cannon  at  the  home 
football  games;  one  which  was  to  be  built  and 
sponsored  by  Sigma  Phi  Epsilon.  The  draft  was 
submitted  for  approval  to  the  administration  by 
brother  Jay  K.  Oarness,  IFC  president.  Nearly  a 
year  passed  before  the  project  was  ruled  unsafe 
by  the  Traditions  Committee  and  Advisory  Coun- 
ciL 

Carl  F.  Dadson  was  appointed  in  charge  of  a 
Committee  to  re-evaluate  and  modify  the  pro- 
posals for  approval.  A  year  was  spent  gathering 
information  from  those  who  had  experience  with 
muzzle-loading  weapons.  This  data,  with  the  ad- 
vice of  major  antique  gun  dealers  and  the  U.  S. 
Army  Artillery  Specifications  on  Civil  War  pieces, 
was  re-submitted  for  approval.  The  1964  school 
year  closed  with  a  decision  pending. 

That  summer,  Carl  Dadson  built  a  one-quarter 
scale  model  of  the  Civil  War  six-pound  field 
cannon  at  Santa  Ana,  Calif.  A  demonstration  was 
presented  to  the  Administration  early  in  Novem- 
ber, and  approval  was  granted  on  a  trial  basis.

"The  main  purpose  of  college  is  to  help  de- 
velop character  and  get  an  academic  education. 
These  formative  years  should  not  be  over-balanced 
with  social  activities,  though  they  are  important. 
Because  too  many  American  students  have 
thought  of  college  as  a  lark,  we  have  fallen  behind 
Europeans  in  some   phases  of  education. 

"The  world  of  tomorrow  calls  for  serious,  forth- 
right leadership.  I  believe  that  Christians  should 
make  themselves  felt  in  every  legitimate,  worth- 
while position  in  life,  and  I  would  not  rule  out 
a  fraternity  house  as  one  of  them — all  other 
things  being  equal. 

"If  you  belong  to  a  fraternity  or  sorority,  then 
live  as  a  Christian  should."
